This  plan,  developed  by  two  agricultural  engineers 
at  Oregon  State  University,  responds  to  the  needs  of 
the  many  cattlemen  who  use  artificial  insemination  on 
range  beef  cattle. 

The  corrals  for  artificial  insemination  should  be  in 
the  pasture  where  the  cows  are  located  so  that  the 
cows  do  not  have  to  be  moved  too  far. 

To  keep  a  cow  quiet,  it  is  best  to  leave  her  loose  in  the 
breeding  chute.  Don't  use  a  headgate.  Block  the 
hindlegs  with  a  IVi-inch  pipe  or  a  2-  by  6-inch  piece 
of  lumber  so  that  she  cannot  back  out  or  kick.  Some 
ranchers  cover  the  breeding  chute  with  a  piece  of  ply- 
wood so  that  the  cow  is  in  the  dark.  The  front  end  of 
the  chute  is  solid  with  small  holes  cut  into  the  solid 
end  panel  to  allow  light  to  enter.  This  light  will  en- 
courage the  cow  to  enter  the  chute.  Because  of  the 
narrow  chute,  a  7-foot  side  gate  is  used  to  prevent 
bruising. 


The  12-  by  12-foot  sheet  metal  or  plywood  roof  over 
the  work  area  is  optional.  It  will  give  protection  from 
snow,  rain,  and  wind. 

The  corral  can  be  lengthened  or  shortened  to  fit  the 
herd  size. 

Two  separate  pens  ahead  of  the  artificial  insemina- 
tion chute  provide  ease  in  handling  the  cows.  One 
pen  could  be  used  to  hold  cattle  that  are  to  be  bred 
later. 


Complete  working  drawings  may  be  obtained  from  the  extension 
agricultural  engineer  at  your  State  university.
